The Examiner acknowledges the amended claims filed April 23, 2010. Claims 1, 
10, 19, 25, 26, 34, 43, 49, 51, 53, 55, 56 and 70 have been amended and claims 4, 9, 
20, 37, 42, 50, 64 and 65 are cancelled. 

Specification 

The specification filed on August 18, 2003 has been accepted by the Examiner. 

Drawings 

The drawings filed on December 5, 2003 have been accepted by the Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-19, 21-36, 38-41, 43-49, 51-63, and 66-73 are allowed.
